Chinatown elderly and -newly- 
arrived immigrant youth inter- 
actP? At a Fresno St，boarding 
house four elderly women were 
recently ,visited by four high 
school students，and the :inter> 
action was one of warmth and 
friendship， 

The visit took place through the 
Red Cross Youth for Chinatown 
Eldqerly Program，Which for eight 
years has helped Chinese immi- 
grant youths adapt to their new 
environment by providing tbhem 
with opportunities to participate 
in _ the community，mainly by 
visiting _ elderly Chinatown resi- 
dents. 

Each student in the program is 
assigned a senior citizen whom he 
visits once a week. .During the 
visit，the_ students talk to their 
elderly friends，help them with 


household chores，shopping，wTri- . 


ting letters and, most important of 
all， offer them warmth and 
friendship， 
WELCOME 

At the boarding house on 123 
Fresno St.，the _ elderly women 
welcomed the visiting student's' 
enthusiastically as soon as they 
rang the doorbell，The students 
had brought some fruit and cakes 
to _ share， and the group ， sat 
together, eating and talking: Most 
frequently each student visits 
individually with hisorherelderly. 

One might wonder 让 a genera- 


tion gapb exists between the elderly 
and the youths, for after all, there 
is apbproximately 50 years of age 
difference between them. “Not at 
all, ”says Jim Ping Lee，69,， We 
treat them like our own grand- 
children,， and， unlike Previous 
generations，Wwe are-Very Open- 


minded toward the younger gen- 闻 


eration of today,” 

Yim Ling Wong, 65, saidq she“is 
really happy with the good job the 
youths _ are doing， thanks、to 
coordinator Ann Lee.… 

According to Lee, the program 
coordinator and the instructor for 
the program's classes, the Program 
primarily looks for `immigrant 
students who are not particularly 
well adjusted at school due to 
language oOFr cultural barriers， 
High school counselors usually 
recommend students with such 
needs to_ participate in the Red 
Cross prograrm, she continued.

After visiting Suzhou in 1977， 
and choosing the Late Spring 
Studio courtyard as the model for 
the Astor Court，Forng proposed 
the Project to Chinas Cultural 
Relics Bureau. Wanting the court 
to be built with precision and 
authenticity，he felt 让 was a job 
for the bureaus restorers of 
ancient architecture， 

The project was assigned to the 
27-member .Testoration team -of 
tbhe Suzhou Carden Administra- 
tion. In Suzhou， the team 
gathered the iiecessary Tare Wood 
and tiles, and fabricated the other 
materials to be sent later to New 
York for assembjling. In New York， 
tbhe same team paintstakingly put 
together the court using tradi- 
tional techniques and tools. Only 
the plastering,，painting，Pprepara- 
tion of the shell and wood-stain- 
ing were done by the Americans，
